Jensen told the authorities of the 


manner In which the attack on Jae- 
ger was made. He recited the details 
of hiring an automobile In Madison, 
after planning to rob the recluse, on 
the afternoon of Aug. 2. On arriving 
near Jaeger's shack, the two crept 
through a cornfield, 
lead by the 


sound of music coming 
from 
the 


building. 
On approaching closer. 


Jaeger -was seen through 'a. window, 
playing a violin. 
While Jensen and Galloway were 


still some distance from the building 
he stopped, and began pacing up and 
down the room. Coming close to the 
shack the pair crept along the side 
of the wall. Galloway peering through 
the window. 
Jensen made some sort of a scrap/ 


ing .noise -vas 6e moved and the door 
of the stiack "flew open, with Jaeger 
standing in the glowing light. Jen- 
sen, according to the authorities, told 
of striking the old man down with 
an axe which was' standing against 
the side of the house, and' then beat-1 
Ing him '-with the butt of a rifle he 
carried. 


TAKE HERMIT'S-MOXEY 


Taking a tin box. In which the re- 


cluse kept his money, the two after 
going through his pockets, returned 
to the machine and drove to Madi- 
son. The garage owner remarked 
that they must have been driving 
rapidly because they 
had covered 


more than*. 90 miles in the time the 
machine had been out. . 


Then. Jensen is said to have told 


of the manner In which the two went 
to their homes, and of reading the 
story of Jaeger's 'leatH in the news- 
paper the following day. 


He said he and Galloway framed 


an alibi of having taken some girls 
riding, to be used in the event they 
were arrested. The alibi, however, 
did not stand the test of the question- 
ing the men were forced to submit to. 


Galloway, in his story as 
made 


public by the authorities declared he 
did. not strike' the blow which killed 
Jaeger but admitted having planned 
the attack with robbery as a motlx-o.

The president has let It be known 


that he will ask the chairman of the 
Chipping board, the secretary of the 
treasury, the secretary of commerce, 
the chairman of the Interstate com 
merce commission, and the chairman 
of 
senate 
and house congressional 


committees to discuss the question of 
a proposed policy. 


This announcement has led to con- 


siderable speculation as to what au- 
thority the various bodies which are 
to be represented on the committee 
have in shaping the administration's 
shipping policy. Under the present 
law, the shipping board is the creature 
of congress and is vested with certain 
powers. The president can appoint 
the members of the board but only in 
directly does he have any influence 
over the members 
Mr. Harding en- 


Joyed close personal relations with the 
shipping board membership because 
hi was endeavoring to persuade con- 
gress to pass new legislation and he 
submitted the policy of subsidy as 
urged by the board. But^ strictly 
speaking Mr. Harding didn't have any 
authority over the acts of the board. 
He met with the board when It de 
cided on the .plan which now is before 
President Ooolidge for consideration. 


MUST CONVINCE BOARD 


All this becomes pertinent just now 


because If the special committee ap- 
pointed by President Coolidge should 
attempt: to reach different conclu- 
sions than those already reached by 
the shipping board, it will be neces- 
sary first to convince, the board that 
it must reverse Its' vote before any 
different policy can be sanctioned. The 
present shipping board adopted the 
proposed policy by formal vote short 
ly before Mr. Harding'left Washington 
on his western trip. The only thing 
that has remained has been the work 
Ing out of the details of the new plan 
What then Is the purpose of this 


special committee? 'The general sur- 
mise Is that Mr. Coolidge merely 
wants these men to be advised of the 
nature of the "plan so'that they may 
give their Judgment on its as a busl- 
nes matter. Few men in,public life 
ha^e had .the business experience of 
Andrew J. Mellon, secretary of of the 
treasury. Mr. Hoover, as secretary 
of commrce, has^ an Interest In the 
prooer development of American ex- 
port trade. The chairman of the in- 
authority to deal with questions of 
rail and -water rates so that the rail- 
roads can glvejowcr freight rates to 
goods transferred to them from Amer,- 
lean ships.

Clerks In the highest grade are elig- 
ible for promotion to tho supervisory 
positions.' Appointments are usually 
made to substitute positions at 60 cents 
an hour and promotions are made to 
regular positions according to senior- 
ity of appointment.

45 years, measure not less than 5 feet 
4 Inches In bare feet and weigh not 
less than 125 pounds in ordinary cloth. 
Ing. without overcoat, or hat. Classi- 
fied employes who have reached the 


• retirement age and have served 15 
years are entitled to retirement with 
annuity. The 
retirement 
age is 65 


years. A deduction of 2% per cent is 
made from tho monthly salary to pro- 
vide for this annuity, which will be 
returned to persons leaving tho serv- 
ice before retirement with 4 per cent 
interest compounded annually.

Chamber of Commerce in Paris, makes as 
to the Poincare policy in the Ruhr, is not 
easy to, understand. Our opinions of the 
controversy betwe/m Baldwin of Great 
Britain and Poincare of France, and of the 
intense struggle between France and Ger- 
many, are not the result of impartial 
'thought, but largely of sentimental im- 
pressions.

"\Ve may not approve the course taken 


by Poincare. but we are antagonists 
toward Germany for consistent faithless- 
ness. France has borne injustice too 
long. and. although her methods mfy .be 
unwise and desperate, she had no .altern- 
ative ; it was necessary for France to dis- 
cipline Germany. 


Mr. Miles declares that the Ruhr occu- 


pation is injuring France. It is impossible, 
he says, for France to operate the Ruhr 
mines and factories without cooperation 
' from German workmen and executives. 


The fact .is. he observes, that industrv-is 
asleep in the Ruhr. 
France is buying 


needed.raw materials elsewhere. 


• _Mr. Miles'~comment describes the radi- 


cal difference between the Baldwin and- 
Poincare policies. * Mr. Baldwin holds 
that crippling a nation's industry and 
postponing a nation's economic and poli- 
tical recovery can only diminish that na- 
tion's ability to pay. He maintains that 


* Germany should-be forced to pay all that 


she can pay. the amount to be specified by 
an international commission, and then 
Germany should be- assisted toward re- 
suming work. 


Poincare. and with him France, wants 


as much reparations as Germany can pay. 
From a political standpoint, he satisfies 
the people by keeping soldiers in the 
Ruhr. If he is diplomatic, he will realize 
that the hour will come when the public 
will consider loss of money to be more im- 
portant than a show of force. 


The first question is—How much can 


Germany pay to her creditors? The next 
is—How can Germany be assisted or com- 
pelled to pay the debt? 
The United 


Slat*"; hfls answered the first question, and 
Great Britain the second. American econ- 
omists and business men whoj have stu- 
died the situation in Europe sympathize 
with France, but believe, as does Mr. 
Miles, that Poincare is making a mistake. 
"We think the feeling in America now is 
that France would do well to meet Great 
Britain half way in her proposed solution 
of the reparations impasse. 
France un- 


doubtedly has prcat apprehension, and 
''possibly not without' foundation, that the 
submission of her cas«> to an investigating 
tribunal might jeopardize »r interests 
and result in a scaling down of German 
reparations out of proportion to Ger- 
many's real ability to pay.

THE D., T. & I. 


Henry Ford -will spend 20 to 30 mil- 


-lion dollars for electrification of the D.. 
T. & I. railroad, which lie purchased a 
few years ago. It is 455 miles long and 
the cost of electrifying a steam railroad is 
estimated at from $40.000 to 960,000 
per mile. The. country has around 264.- 
000 mile? of railroads. To electrify them 
would cost from 10 to 16 'billion dollars, 
at the Ford rate. That would be expen- 
sive" or cheap, according to economies 
that would or would not result. The 


> amount invested would be secondary. The 


important question is: "Will it be a pay- 
ing investment? 


The first link of-the D.. T. & I. to be 


electrified is about 13 miles long. In a 
sense it may be regarded as a laboratory 
experiment. ]With 13 miles finished Mr. 
$!ord will have discovered probably some 
things to avoid in electrifying the remain- 
ing 442 miles. By using current on a large 
scale — 500,000 ^horsepower ^ at work, 
night and day—Mr. Ford expects to cut 
his power cost to a tenth of ~what it is 
now. 


It is not too much to 'expect "that all 


American railroads may be electrified, 
eventually. 
Coal may, be., burned at the 


mines, generating electrfc-curreut to' be. 
sent to great distances over high tension 
wires of by radio transmission, \vho 
knows? A system like this is the dream 
of a great 'many scientists who are try- 
ing to solve the "coal problem. They 
foresee c day when the nation will be on 
an electrical basis with the power derived 
from coal burned at the mines, inciden- 
tally saving 
tremendous 
coal freight 


hauls. 


Mr. Ford reached the top of the auto- 


mobile world by a display of industrial 
genius "which probably has never been sur- 
passed in America. It has been evident 
for some time that he was giving more 
and more attention to "the 
problem of 


transportation. 
Some persons were in- 


clined to look upon the purchase of the 
D.. T. & I. railroad as a spectacular move 
and questioned his ability to operate this 
Defunct property successfully. Mr. Ford, 
however, appears to have handled the 
railroad with excellent results. There is 
nothing mysterious about railroading any- 
more than about other forms of transpor- 
tation, or of industry in general. There 
is no reason why Mr. Ford should not 
show as much capacity for railroading as 
for the manufacture of automobiles. 
"Whatever Mr. Ford attempts immcdiately 
attracts national attention, and if he turns 
h5«: great genius for organization and ef- 
ficiency toward the rail problem it may 
be that in th? coarse of a few years we 
shall hav<» pome startling developments.

Whenever a girl's health suf 
fers by reason of alleged-overstudy, it will usuall> 
be found that the fault with her regimen or plan 
has been failure to include proper physical train 
Ing. 
The physical training Is quite as important 


and essential In a girl's education as in any othei 
branch or subject; indeed It Is one of the branches 
the well educated girl simply can't omit or neglect. 
Without proper physical 
training 
tho brilliant 


scholar or student has rather an unhappy outlook 
Jn life. 


A girl getting an education can worry along on 


eight hours of sleep or even less. But not a norm- 
al young woman. Modern education seems to dis- 
courage the highest service of womankind—mother- 
hood. 


Many girls succeed In evading physical training 


with the aid of mothers who talk of weak heart, 
frailty and the like. Aside from the fact that phy- 
sical training Is the best medicine for weak heart 
in most cases, this idea Is unfortunate because it 
gives the girl a ivrong start in life. A reasonable 
amount of real exercise each day, as well as a rea-.. 
sonable amount of study, reading, music, recrea. 
tion and sleep, should be included,in the program 
of every girl who means to get the most out\of life.

U. S. Steel Mills 


Most Important Development In 


'Labor Situation In Weeks Is 
Adoption Of New Policy J3y U. 
S. Steel, Babson Says 


Wcllosloy Hills, Mass.—Roger W. 


Babson, when asked as to what has 
been tho leading ^development in tho 
labor sluatlon during the. last few 
weeks, Immediately v replied, 
"The 


Steel Corporations' change of atti- 
tude relative to tho twelve-hour day." 
Mr. Babson's complete statement Is 
as follows: 


"Ever since 
tho manufacture of 


pteel became an "Industry." explain- 
ed Mr. Babson. "the workers In cer- 
tain portions of tho plant havo had a 
twelve-hour day. The reason for this 
is obvious. The furnaces in a steel 
plant must be kept In constant oper- 
ation at a white heat. They cannot 


ie shut down like the furnaces In a 
Bhoe factory or ivoolen mill. Working 
hours were longer when the first steel 
plant was built than they are today. 
Consequently as there are twenty-four 
hours In a day, the shifts were set at 
twelve hours each. 


"After a, recent investigation the 


eteel mills reported that they would 
continue on this schedule in spite of 
the fact that hours in other Indus- 
tries 
had 
been 
shortened. 
This 


brought down a storm of criticism and 


"protest from both working men and 


tho-general public. Early this month 
Judge Gary announced that the steel 
corporation had reversed its policy 
and this weik one or more of tho fur- 
naces start on an eight-hour basis. 
It is Interesting to note that in the 
announcement made on Aug1 2nd, Mr. 
Gary gaVe the credit to President 
Harding^who had urged him so earn- 
pstly to make this change. Of course, 
the shift must be made gradually as It 
Jnvolves the readjustment of the whole 
process irtcluding basis of pay. 


"The event is of more than passing 


Interest, because It will serve as a 
great labor test, and the results will 
be carefully watched by both employ- 
ers and labor leaders. PresWent Hard- 
Ing and Secretary of Labor Davis told 
Mr. Gary, the president of" the United 
States Steel 
Corporation,

he 


•would get better results per hour on 
an eight-hour basis than on a twelve 
hour basis. Of course, no one expects 
the men to do In eight hours what 
they did in twelve, but their efficiency 
per hour should increase,If the eight 
hour day will do what is claimed for 
it. Careful tests •will be made and the 
results will bo studied with great in 
teresff It is sincerely hoped that labor 
will make good in Its claim that the 
shorter hours definitely increase the 
output per hour.

NO SPOILING IN CAL'S LIFE 
"His grandmother was very fond 


of him. She was the finest old soul 
thcro was. 
She never spoiled him 


There wasn't much spoiling in Cal's 
life. It was tho Jifc of a Puritan 
household. 
I'd say now that 
the 


best description of Cal Is that he Is 
a modern Puritan. All his training 
has bc*n colored by the 
discipline 


and precepts of generations of Puri- 
tan Jorbenrs- 


"His grandmother was a delight to 


ihe boys of the Xotch. There always

k3Jchen. We'd come In and sh'd ajSs 
us 1" sit down. In a few minutes she 
would get up and leave us.

knew what that meant. She'd come

She lit this' and would go down tho 
collar stairs. In about five minutes 
she- would, come back to us bearing 
a plate of apples and cookies in her 
arme. These would be passed around 
and then after a few minutes of small 
boy conversation she'd

"Cal always camo up to her place

NOT MUCH OF A SPARKEB 
"He wasn't much of a spark when 


ho was down at Ludlow. The girls 
couldn't get on to his silent ways. 
They thought he was queer. 
I've 


heard It said that one or two of them 
refused to go out 
with him. It 


would be kind of funny to know what 
they'ie thinking 
about 
themselves 


now. 


"Mrs. Calvin Coolidge met him in 


Xorthampton. 
She was teacher in 


a deaf and dumb school, it is said. 
That makes it rather funny, doesn't 
it? Cal isn't deaf, not by a long shot, 
but occasionally people have suspected 
him of being dumb. He used to sit 
around with a group1 of boys and just, 
say nothing. You could tell by the 
look in his eyes that he wasn't mis- 
sing a thing but he never told you 
so. His ears and eyes were always 
on the job: his tongue rarely. 
' 


"Cal today is the same 
kind 
of 


man that he was as a boy. He's not 
pompous and he's not proud. I went 
up the night that the news came over 
the wires that tho President 
had 


died. His father had just 
finished 


administering the oath. The pen was 
Mill wet. the oil lamp was casting a 
glow over the strange .gathering. A 
president had been sworn into of- 
fice. 
I told John ; Coolidgo to hangr 


onto that pen and that lamp. 


"There we were in the 
hills of 


Vermont, a president among us, with 
no national authority near, no police 
protection, no formality, no 
cere- 


mony. ^ Our Job was to get him to 
Washington in the quickest time. We 
wanted a special train and the rail- 
road would have been glad to give it 
to us. 
They suggested, however, 


that a private car on the regular 
train would be wiser and saier. The 
matter was put up to Cal. He said 
he'd have the 
regular 
train. 
It 


wasn't as fine or quick as a special 
train might have been, but he didn't 
want the extra flurry and color. Not 
that ho would have refused .to" go in 
anything fixed up with due regard 
for the president of the country if the 
train had been ready for him. but the 
thought of choosing to dress up for 
the occasion was obnoxious .to him.
